Announcement is to be made Tuesday night before 


the Milwaukee Academy of Medicine of the success at- 
tained in the treatment of anemia with desiccated red 
bone marrow and spleen. 


In an address before the Milwaukee Academy, Dr. 


Chauncey D. Leake, assistant professor of pharmacology 
in the University of Wisconsin, will tell about the experi- 
mental work which he inaugurated over a year ago in or- 
der to determine whether these materials would be of value 
in the treatment of anemic conditions. In addition, he will 
tell about the results achieved in the treatment of .such 
cases in the university hospitals and clinic. 


Red bone marrow and spleen are intimately associated 


with the formation of blood elements, and dried prepara- 
tions made from these organs obtained from packing 
houses, seem very efficient in stimulating blood produc- 
tion. In anemia,'due to infections or chronic diseases, or 
sometimes without apparent cacse. there is a deficiency in 
the red coloring matter of blood. 
In has been found by 


Dr. Leake that red bone marrow and spleen arc very 
prompt and helpful in restoring this deficiency. 
However, 


it has been found by Dr. Leake that this method of treat- 
ment is of little or no value in pernicious anemia, because 
in this usually fatal disease, the blood forming organs seem 
permanently and seriously injured, and thus they fail to 
respond to any stimulus. 
In the usual form of secondary 


anemia, however, better results have been obtained with 
this new treatment than with any other method of pro- 
moting blood formation. 


Announcement of the experimental work leading up 


to this discovery has already been made in scientific jour- 
nals, and a preliminary note on the clinical results has ap- 
peared in the Wisconsin Medical Journal. The Journal of 
the American Medical association, official organ of Amer- 
ican physicians, has made favorable editorial comment on 
the discovery, and it has already been confirmed by inany 
Madison andi Milwaukee physicians.

"preference" 
between

California and Senator James A.

In this contest,

The other contest was for dele-
